resignation to lie over.

insurance, $13,500. 


ScoTTDAiiS, Pa., June 5.—A fire last 
night consumed eight business houses. 
It was caused by the explosion of a lamp 
in the hands of a little girl, who is miss- 
ing. 
Loss, $20,000; very little insur- 
ance. 


NEW YOBK, June 5.—The New York 
Daily Commercial Bulletins^« estimate 
of the fire loss in May in the U n i ^ 
States and Canada is $7,000,000, or $1,- 
000,000 less than the May average for 
many years. 
There were 148 fires of 
$10,000 and more. Only eight of these 
exceeded $100.000, and only one (that at 
Chicago) made a very serious demand 


npoD the underwriters. 
So far in 1886 
the aggregate fire losses foot up about 
$14,160,000, which is somewhat more 
than for the corresponding period in 
1885.

I>routh Has Severely Injured the 
Wheat and Oats Crops. 


CHICAGO, Jure 5.—The limes, thia 
morning, prints several columns of re- 
ports from correspondents in Illinois, 
Kansas, Missouri, Michigan, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Tennessee, Kentucky, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Da- 
kota, on the condition of com, oats, 
winter and spring wheat crops. The 
summary says: 


"The general prospects of these crops, 
with the exception of com, are to-day 
only fairly favorable. The very flatter- 
ing situation on the first of May for 
spring wheat and oa+s has been materi- 
ally changed for the worse by a term of 
dry weather in the northwest, extending 
over a period of three weeks. The 
drought has been very severe also in 
Kansas, where the oat yield has been 
cut down at least 50 per cent. As re- 
gards winter wheat, there are prospects 
for an average 
crop with favorable 
weather, but there are no indications of 
a full and exceesive crop. The winter 
wheat crop of the country is to-day very 
uneven, and has run down in condition 
and prospective yield during the last 
thirty days. The harvest will be twelve 
to fifteen days earlier than usual. "

An Express Package Opened and 
Kiiled at Van Wert. 


CINCINNATI, June 5.—The Van Wert 
(Ohio) national bank received yesterday 
by United States express from the Union 
national bank of this city a package pur- 
porting to contain 810,000, but when 
opened it was found to be tilled with cot- 
ton, pasteboard, and railroad advertising 
bills. The package should have reached 
Van Wert on Wednt sday. 
The money 
clerk 
who received it here says he 
sealed it with green wax. 


The way-bill for the run of Tuesday 
night had the package marked "short." 
When received the package was sealed 
with red wax. The d.-lay of twenty-four 
hours in transit is not yet explained, but 
will doubtllss give a clew to the robber. 
No thorough investigation of the method 
of substitution can be made 
here. 
Superintendent Cone, of Toledo, is look- 
ing into the matter. 


The package would pass over three 
roads and through the hands of three 
messengers between here and Van Wert. 
This could easily explain the twenty-four 
hours' delay. The package was not 
sealed by the money clerk here, having 
b3en previously sealed by the bank.

Provisions of tbe Measure That 
Passed the House. 


WASHINGTON, 
June 5.—The house 
having passed the bill to tax oleomar- 
gerine, the provisions o! the bill will in- 
terast and are iu bubstanee as follows: 


Butter is defined to be a food product 
made exclusively from milk or cream or 
both, with or without common salt, and 
with or without any additional coloring 
matter. 


Oleomargerire is dfpcribed "as ell 
substances made of olec margerine, oleo, 
oletmargeiine oil, butterine, lardine, 
suine and neutral; all mixtures and com- 
pounds of oleomargerine, oleo, oleomar- 
geriue oil, butterine, lardine, euine, 
and neutral; all lard extracts and tallow 
extracts, and all mixtures and ccm- 
pounds of tallow, beef, fat, suet, lard 
oil, annotto and other colorii g matter, 
iiitet-tinal fat and offal fat made in imi- 
tation or Kmblance of 1 utter, rr, \ihen 
so made, ciiloilated or intended to be 
sold as butter or for butter." 


Special taxes are imj^osed as follows: 
On manufactures, S6('0; on wholesale 
dealers, 
on retail dealers, 848. The 


existing internal revenue laws, so far as 
applicable, are mnde to ajply to these 
special taxes. Penalties are imposed on 
any person who f-liall deal in ol. omargar- 
ine without paying the special tax. Pro- 
vision is made fur the proper btamping 
and labeling of every package of oleo- 
margarine, 
A tax of five cents a pound 
is imposed on all oleomargarine manu- 
factured and sold and a penalty is pre- 
scribed for the purchase or reception for 
sale of oleomargarine not branded or 
stamped according to law, A number 
of sections of the bill are devoted to pro- 
viding machinery to carry the law into 
effect.

25 cents for transportation of a bushel 
that may. perhaps, be bought for 20 
cents, when pork or lard can be sent 
from the farm to the same market foj 
a tenth of its home value." 


THE Rev. Mr. Wardell, who has late- 
ly been traveling in Utah, addressed 
the Congregational ministers at Chi- 
cago on his experience among the Mor- 
mons. 
The speaker talked of the ad- 
mirable harmony that existed between 
the secular and religious affairs of tha 
Mormons. 
He said that they go shop- 
ping with the fear of God in their 
hearts and even attend the theater and 
dances as a part of their religion. 
The 
great bulk of trade, he said, was done 
by an organization known as the Zion 
Co-operative Mercantile Institution, or 
more familiarly as *Zion*s Co-op."

Sir Philip Crampton, the British 
Minister here, dining one day with 
some friends, entertained them with 
some anecdotes about Russian diplo- 
macy, which he regarded as unequitfed. 
As an instance, he narrated an incident 
that occurred in the reign of the Em- 
press Catherine, 
when 
the British 
ambassador, Sir James Harris, drew up 
a long memorial against what was termed 
armed neutrality, which Prince Potem- 
kin took to hand to the empress. 
The 
partisans of neutrality, getting wind of 
this, gained over to their side a certain 
Demoiselle Guibald, then about the 
Russian court, and imagined to be on 
kindly terms w?th Potemkin. 
This 
lady contrived to get by stealth the 
memorial out of the prince's pockets. 
Taking it to her employes, they added 
marginal notes answering the objections 
of the English ambassador, on which 
she as adroitly replaced the purloined 
document in his pocket again. 
The 
empress, seeing the memorial for the 
first time in its amended state, sup- 
posed the notes to be by Potemkin, 
which increased her desire to unite the 
powers of the North against England. 
The English ambassador was so cha- 
grined at the incident that he fell ill 
npon it and got the jaundice. 


Daniel Webster had an angry and 
protracted personal quarrel with Sena- 
tor Daniel S. Dickinson in the Senate 
in 
1846, 
originating in the charge 
brought by the latter against the former 
respecting the Ashbitlk a aeaty. 
Two 
years afterwards the feelings left in 
Mr. Webster's bosom by that quarrel had 
been so entirely subdued by Mr. Dickin- 
son's manly and patriotic course in re- 
gard to the sectional agitation, that when 
he left the Senate for the Department of 
State he addressed him a frank and 
generous letter, complimenting him on 
his course, and thanking him from the 
fulness of an honest heart. 


Mr. W. R. Chandler, of Philadelphia, 
when a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, made a humorous reply to 
Col. Polk, afterwards President of the 
United States, who then represented a 
Tennessee district, and who advocated 
young America. 
Mr. Chandler begged 
Col. Polk to rememl)er the trouble 
created by young Isr-ael when Absalom 
incited it to rebel against that old fogy. 
King David. 
Absalom went in for a 
dissolution of the union of Israel. Had 
he waited he would, have become king, 
but the result of the secession and re- 
bellion was that the young man got 
hung by the hair in one of the trees 
in his father's forest, and was there 
slain. 


Gen. Sherman's epistolary troubles 
just now recall to me a story which was 
told of his attempt to control the press, 
soon after he had taken possession of 
Savannah. 
Among those attached to 
his army was a well-known Boston re- 
porter, who was called Tom Miles, 
although that was not his real name. 
MUes, on entering Savannah, found a 
vacated printing office. 
There were 
types and presses and all the parapher- 
nalia essential to business, with a form 
on the press, which the printer had left 
in his flight, and Miles, taking out the 
editorial and other offensive matter, 
filled its columns \»'ith healthy Union 
sentiment, with the aid of one or two of 
the craft whom he had discovered in the 
army. 
His leader was a rich specimen 
of crowing over the victory, in which he 
extolled Gen. Sherman as the greatest 
hero since Alexander, and his army the 
finest and best disciplined that the 
world ever saw. 
With this grand flour- 
ish of trumpets the first number was 
issued, and Miles lay back in his edito- 
rial chair, contemplating his work with 
the belief that he had achieved the next 
triumph to Sherman's, and wondering 
what the conqueror would say when he 
saw the praises he had heaped upon 
him. 
The next morning, as the Gen- 
eral and his staff were about taking 
breakfast, a paper was handed to him 
—the Savannah Bepublican, 
I think— 
and he commenced to read the leader 
which was so lavish in his praise. 


"Look hero!" said he, 
red 
and 


furious. "What the d 
does this 


mean? 
Who knows anything about 
this paper ?" 


His orderly, who hatl known some- 
thing about its preparation, explained 
to him that it was the work of one of 
the literary gentlemen who had followed 
the expedition. 


"Well," said the General, "go down 
to the office and tell Ijiui to discontinue 
his paper or I'll put him under guard. 
I won't have such cursed stuft' printed 
about me when I can prevent it. Abuse 
is bad enough, but this is a deuced sight 
worse." 


Down went the orderly, and the con- 
fusion of poor Miles was overwhelming 
when he got the squelcher from the 
general commanding. 


"Why, it was all praise," said he. 
"No matter for that. 
If it had been 
the other way it would have been 
treated just the same." 


Ho I^Iiles moved a compromise—I 
hardly know what — and urged the 
official to express his regrets and beg 
the removal of the injunction, and soon 
the officer (;aine back to inform him that 
permission was granted him to run his 
J a})i r, on condition that he should 
never mention the 
General's name 
again. 
This was agreed to, and the 
paper appeared. 
After a day or two an 


^ith an. 


order from Gen. Sherman for publica 
tion. 
Miles glanced over it and handed 
it back. 


"It can't go in, sir," said lia. 
"Why not?" asked the astonishecl 
messenger, who was a stranger. 


"Because it has Sherman's nama te 
it," was the reply. 


"That's the reason why itmnatgoin, 
urged the aide. 


"And that's the reason why it shan't. 
He stopped my paper for praising him, 
and I promised him that hw name 
should never appear in my columns 
again, and hang me if it shall." 


Miles stood resolute, and the officer 
returned for orders, expecting the or- 
dering out of a file of men and an arrest, 
but was astonished to see the General 
burst into the heartiest laugh and hear 
him confess that the printer had the 
best of it. 
The messenger was sent 
back with a conciliatory note, and there 
was no more trouble. 


Gen. Hayes created no sensation 
while a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 
He was open, candid anc 
affable, having but little to say, but 
that to the pomt. 
Erect and soldier 
like in appearance, \sith large blue 
eyes, beaming with manly conraire aiul 
sympathy, plain but neat in his dress, 
and unaffected in his conversation, it 
was said of him that he never smoked a 
cigar, never drank whisky, and never 
told an obscene story. 
His name was 
not mentioned in connection with the 
Presidential chair, but when, after he 
had been elected Governor of Ohio, it 
was brought forward, those who had 
known him when in Congress exclaimed, 
"He will be the right man in the right 
place."

Many accidents, very trifling in them 
selves, have led to the most valuable 
discoveries and inventions. 
Some oí 
them, perhaps, are not so familiar to al' 
of us as the fact that the swaying clian 
delier in a cathedral sngi^ested to (tali- 
leo the application of the pendnlnni. 
How few know that for the method of 
refining sugar with wet clay we are in- 
debted to a hen! Having just returned 
from a promenade over a neighboring 
moist clay bank, she stepped into a la- 
dle of brown sugar lying on the floor, 
and wherever her tracks were found the 
sugar was thoroughly whitened. 
But 
if old Biddy's sojourn that day had been 
among those who having eyes see not, 
and having ears hear not, her valuable 
lesson would not have been learned. It 
is the observant only who put to use 
these "tiifles light as air." While hold- 
ing a pair of spectacles betAveen his 
thumb and finger, a w^hmaker's ap 
prentice was surprised at the sudden 
enlarged appearance of a near church 
spire, and thus was discovered the 
power of lenses as applied to telescopes, 
opera glasses, etc. 
The truth of the 
proverb that "Necessity is the mother 
of invention" was never more clearh 
proven, perhaps, than by the discovery 
of the art of lithography. 
The poverty 
of a musician induced him to try the 
experiment of etching music upon stone 
instead of copper. 
Just as ho had his 
slab prepared for the trial, his mother 
asked him to make out a memorandum 
of the clothes for the laundry. 
Pen, 
ink, and paper being' inconvenient, he 
wrote the list upon the stone with the 
etching prejiaration, intending to make 
a copy of it at leisure. 
W^hen about to 
clean the stone, a few days later, he was 
suddenly seized with the desire to try 
the effect of aquafortis upon it, and lo! 
in a few moments the writing stood ont 
in bold relief. 
The next step neces- 
sary was to ink the stone and take otT 
the impression. 
Tinted paper, so dear 
to the aesthetic maiden's heart, had its 
origin in a very prosy accident. 
The 
^ife of an English paper-maker dropped 
a blue bag in one of the vats of pulp, 
and was so frightened at the consterna- 
tion it caused among the workmen, and 
at the anger of her husband, that she 
had not the courage to confess her euro 
lessnesH, and the damaged paper was 
stored for several years, whetfi it wa? 
sent to a London agent to be sold foi 
what it would bring. 
The jiaper was 
accepted as a novelty, and disposed ol 
quite profitably, and the manufacturer 
received an order for a large invoice o/ 
the same, whereupon the wife acknowl- 
edged the accident of the blue l>ag, 
which in time led on to fortune. A 
glass cutter accidentally spilled a few 
drops of aquafortis upon 
his 
eye- 
glasses, and noticed that they became 
corroded and softened thereby. 
He 
put on his thinking eaj), and the result 
was a drawing of a set of figures upon 
glass with varnisli, afterwards ai>plying 
the corroding fluid and cuttingauav the 
glass around the drawing. 
When the 
varnish was removed, the figures ap- 
peared raised upon a dark groiind. A 
paper-maker one day strolled through 
a field, and thoughtlessly plucked a few 
straws and put them in his mouth, 
where, to his surprise, they were soon 
reducetl to a pulpy matter closely re- 
sembling the substance from which pa- 
per is made. 
He set to work to try the 
experiment in his mill, and after great 
perseverance, paper was manufactured 
out of straw.

annual drive 
fr^im Texes will ¡iiMlnddv lie i'rdui VoO,- 
Oai) to l,(>;i().(Ull) rattle. ' A lar-e i,ro- 
pe.rtion ol" these will be stock catth—• 
cows, heifers, and young steers. Where 
are these cattle to be held until tit for 
market? 
At the Cattle Growers' Con- 
vention, held in St. Louis, November, 
l^'.'-^l, the Texas cattle growers were 
unanimous m advo* ating the creation 
of a iia;i'.nal cattle trail, six miles Avide, 
and exti'uding from Texas to our north- 
ern lioniidary. 
The Northern graziers 
op])ose(l the proposed trail 
on the 
ground that the Texas cattle were in- 
fected with a disease known in the busi- 
ness as Spauish fever. 
They asserted 
—and ti-iithfully, too—that the driring 
of throutrli Texas cattle aloni,' the ti-ail 
would infect their herds. 
The Spanish 
fever does not injure Texas cattle; but 
all native cattle—that is, all Northern 
stock, no matter what their blood— 
catch the disease bv grazing on the 
ijrouud over which through Texas cattle 
have passiMl. an<I they generally die.

Texas cattle on the many ranges.

national law enacted for the purpose of 
]»rovi(lin;4" a cattle trail wotild override 
these local laws, which many lawyers 
pronounce unconstitutional, and open 
the Northern grazing ground to the 
Texas cattle. 
The Southern stoek- 
gi-owers want the trail created so that 
they can drive young steers that are 
strong enouirh to endure the severe 
wintei's of the Nortliwest through to 
the bunch and bulTalo grass pastures of 
Wyoming 
and 
^lontana 
in 
one 
season, 
and 
so avert 
overstocking 
thi'ir home range, which is secure from 
invasion of Northern herds, as no na- 
tive cattle can be driven on to the graz- 
ing ^Toiuul of Texas and live. 
The 
Spanish fever stalks abroad there. The 
Ntn'thern men assert and re-assert that 
the oi)ening of the trail would endan- 
ger thtnr herds. 
They ignore the fact 
that the first heavy frost kills the 
Sj anish fever, and ends all danger. 
Tht v endt>avor to conceal their real 
reason for opposing the opening of the 
trail, which is the danccer of overstock- 
ing the Northern grazing ground if the 
Texas men are allowed to drive their 
surplus steers there. 
Thev dread hav- 
ing from 200,000 to 300,000 yoimg steers 
annuallv driven North to feed on a 
range tiiat they all realize will, under 
the present land laws, be speetlily over- 
stocked. and eventually destroyed, and 
destroyed by the greed of the cattle 
ni<n. 


rnd'-rlying all talk of renting the 
pul)lic lands, or of buying them, and of 
any anil all scliemes concerning the dis- 
position to be made of the public do- 
main that emanate from the cattle- 
growers, IS the determined purpose to 
secure the land, and to place it under 
the contrMl of the cattle-j;rowing asso- 
ciations, and then lindt the number ol 
cattle that shall be allowed to graze on 
it. 
I'lie spe'ctre that is ever present to 
the Northern cattle-growers is over- 
stocking. 
All talk of their desire to 
conserve the |niblic domain is false. 
They desire to secure absolute posses- 
sion of the range; and if they succeed, 
they will surely stoj) agricultural set- 
tlers from entering the arid belt to ac- 
(piire low-lying farms along the streams 
as if they owned them in fee-simple.—

My Creed—What Re'igion 
Does for a 
Man—Atheism Among College 
Students. 


A man without religion is like a man 
living in a planet unillumined by the 
sixn. 
He has trees, fruit, grass, and 
flowers, streams and hills around them, 
but they are only undulations of dark- 
ness ; he has mountains, but they are 
gaunt and gloomy crags; he has streams, 
but they are chill Avith the touch of 
darkness and death; he has fruits, but 
they have no sweetness for lack of 
rii>t'ning sun; he has flowers, cold, 
colorless, dying; he has trials, but they 
are only painful ascents to be climbed 
witli uni'asy and nnho})ing patience; he 
has 
work, but it is cheerless, empty, 
and reully aimless, for the chill stream 
ol" death cuts off all; he has prosperity, 
but it is hollow and unpalatable; he has 
friemlsliips, but they are onlv for tliree- 
score years and ten. 
But religion 
lets 
a li.alit up(m all these. 
The sun has risen 
u])on the mountains, and a crown of 
glory is on their crests; the light falls 
on their rivers, and they s]>arkle back 
rad u'ince, and murmur along their banks 
witiijoy;the 
fruits turn a blushing 
cheek toward the sun. and every flower 
is rulx'd in beauty: th»' sun rises upon 
life. 
I'.verv trial is liglitened with the 
lij^h; ()[ (iod slove: ever'.- ]ab;)r sj)arkles 
nt (!(•)• ihe beams of liis command and his 
]>ri 
idMiice ; all s u c c e s s is sweet because 
it i^ l is i.'ii't; all frieiidsliip in him is 
dwi;i ] i! ar because clad in tlie vesture 
of iiniii !• iiHty. 
Yes, who will not say, 
indeed, iliat hewlio cliooses religion has 
chosen the thin.i.? njost needed, and the 
best, Ix'cause he has chosen that which 
gives strength, beauty, and true 
glory 
to all the rest? 
Is not labor dignified 
by the tliouuht—To this 
God 
called 
me? 
is nut s;.!Tow sanctified by it, for 
it says, "In this God is with me?" Is 
not success elevated l)y it, for we say, 
"He has prosi)>red our handiwork?" 
Is not friend.siii ) intensified by it, for 
we say, "Tlu-jii that sleej) in Jesus will 
God brin«.;: with liim?" 


"Quench not the Spirit" was the sub- 
ject of a serniim preached by the Rev. 
Dr. Veriuilve at the New York Univer- 
sity. 
'i^ie occasion was a prayer meet- 
ing held in accordance with the custom 
of the churches known as evangelical 
to de^•of" one day of th • year to i)rayer 
foi- coll ^"s, and the i:urpose of the 
preac-her was to warn stu<lents 
against 
infidelity. 


It is terribly dangerous, he said in 
substance, to undertake to ])ass through 
lifi' without reli^dous faith, for the un- 
belit!ver not only loses eternal 
happi- 
ness, but is also likely to go to the devil 
here. 
To show the practical results of 
unbidief he told of tlie careers of three 
college (las.smates of his "who 
were 
ath. ists." 
Wliile they were students 
they fell info dissij)afe(l habits -"wi nt 
aliont 
together 
participating in all 
kinds of wickedness"—and after they 
were graduated "one died a suicide, an- 
other a drunkard, and the 
third 
lives 
without any sign of religion." 


-And yet is it not a fact that a very 
large })art of educated men in these 
days are just as destitute of religious 
f.-iitl) as those 
classmat(\s of Dr. Ver- 
milye were, or i)retendt d to be? 
Even 
maiiy of the professors in our colleijes 
are atheists, or, as it is now fashionaljle 
to say, agnostics; for perhaps th(i mod- 
ern scientific questioning of the reason- 
able basis of theology—of all supernat- 
ural religion—has a stronger 
hold on 
such professors than on any other body 
of i)rofessional men. 


Take, for instance, Prof. Sumner, of 
Yale College. 
Can he be anything else 
than agnostic? 
His le(!tures to the stu- 
dents—for some reason or 
other 
fre- 
quently rejiorted in the news])apers— 
are directly at variance with the theo- 
ries of theology and the whole sinrit of 
Christianity, for he teaches flatly and 
with cruel emphasis that the scientific 
doctrine of the survival of the fittest 
should be ai)plied to human society with 
all its logical consequences. The weak- 
est must go to the wall, 
says Prof. 
Suniner, and the strongest must suc- 
ceed among men as among beasts. 
The 
sentimental view of social questions he 
lauglis at as unworthy of sensible and 
educated men, who, 
according to his 
notion, should watch without a quiver 
the progress of ^ ^ 
is 


"hurrying on the survival of the fit- 
test." 


People will say that that is a true or 
false theory of society, 
according aa 
they stand with reference to the mod- 
ern scientifi'^' philosophy, but no one 
can deny that it is an utterly irreligious 
theory, and that it does violence to all 
the teachings of Jesus. I t is not love 
and good will to men, brotherhood, the 
exaltation of the weak, and the commu- 
nity of feeling and of interest 
incul- 
cated in the gospel of Christianity, b u t 
it is the gloriiica ion of strength—"evt ry 
one for hiinself, auil the devil 
take 
the hindmost." 
Yet Yale College has 
be', n in f]i(^ ])ast the seat of New En- 
j gland orthodoxy, and the school at 
whicli were educated so great a part of 
th(> })r» achers of the theology which Dr. 
Yt rii.ilye tells students 
they 
cannot 
give up without danger of moral 
ruin. 


rr>>baMv his tluv e classmates were 
only aih( i iic in their talk f®r the sake 
of creating the surprise and horror 
amono- th. ir listeners in which the van- 
ity of young men sometimes takes de- 
light. 
They were atheists merely from 
bravado, and in the same S2)irit ran into 
habits of 
dissipation 
which 
subse- 
quently brimght two of them to dis- 
grace and disaster. 
But Prof. Sumner 
is teacliing the boys at Yale College to 
become agnostics from ])rofound 
ccm- 
viction, and to take in all seriousness 
the very view of life which Dr. Yer- 
milye says can 
only 
lead to eternal 
death—to the destruction of the spirit- 
ual beauty of manly character. 


If atheism, or agnosticism, has an ef- 
fect so terrible, should he not tremble 
for the fate of the 
young 
men 
under 
Prof. Sumner, especially as most of 
them come from homes pervaded with re- 
ligious faith.and the old theology tells us 
that the doom of him who sins against 
light, who (pienches the spirit,is infinitely 
worse than that of the man who neyer 
has seen the light?—.A^ew 
York 
Sun, 


POULTICES. 


In making a poultice see that it is a 
large one—small ones do little or no 
good—from half an inch to an inch 
thick, the thicker the better, applied as 
hot as can be borne, and renewed as 
soon as it becomes cool. If covered 
with a piece, of oil-silk, flannel, or thin 
rubb-er-cloth it will hold the heat longer 
and necessitate a less fre(]uent renewal. 
The vessel in which the m(<al is to be 
mixed should be clean. 
Pour in the 
reipiisite quantity of boiling water, then 
add the tla\seed-in( al slowly, stirring 
continually with a large sjioon to ])re- 
vent the forn)afion of ]un)])s, until it 
becomes stitl (Miou.uh not to run freely. 
It should then be spread between two 
layers of old luiislin and the edges 
folded over so as to avoid soiling the 
part to whii'h it is applied. 
As there is 
no virtue in the material itself of which 
the poultice is made, it is not essential 
that it should be placed directly in con- 
tact with the skin. 


In pneumonia of children a very im- 
portant part of the treatment with most 
physicians is poulticing the chest; and, 
as this disease is quite i)revalent during 
the winter months, it is right that every 
mother should be familiar with the 
manner of doing it. I n the case of a 
child from one to three years old about 
a pound of 
flaxseed-meal 
should be 
used in each poultice. 
Take a piece of 
muslin or a large towel long enough to 
go all around the patient's chest, and 
of sufficient width when folded on itself 
to extend from the collar-bone to a few 
inches below the lower end of the 
breast-bone. 
The meal, 
after 
being 
proi)erly 
mixed, 
should be spread 
evenly over one entire half, lengthwise, 
of the cloth, which should 
then be 
folded 
over and })laeed around the 
chest, with the open edge upward, and 
fastened behind: to prevent it from 
slipping down, which it is liable to do 
if the child is at all restless, it should 
be secured by a tape passing over each 
shoulder. 


This poultice should be put on as hot 
as the mother or nurse can tolerate it 
against her cheek, covered with oil-silk 
or flannel, and renewed every five or 
six hours. 
When the cool poultice is to 
be removed have a fresh one ready for 
immediate application. 
Parents some- 
times object to such large poultices, 
under the erroneous belief 
that, by 
I reason of their weight, they will inter- 
fere with the child's 
res])iration."We 
have had occasion to use them a great 
many times, and fail to recall a single 
instance in which the little patient suf- 
fered the least inconvenience in that 
respect.—Dr. J. Dornuig, 
in 
Baby- 
hood.

Then there are a great many who suft'er 
not only in the jirivat'on of their ta^te, but 
in the apprehensions and oppressive sur- 
roundings of life, that were well described 
by an English writer. He said: 


" To be a poor man's child and look 
through the rails of the play-gronnd, ami 
envy richer boys for the sake of their many 
books, and yet to be doomed to ignorance. 
To 1)6 apjirenticed to some harsh stranger 
and feel forever banished from a mother's 
tenderness and a sister's love. 
To work 
when very weary and w(jrk when the heart 
is sick and the head is sore. To see a wife 
or a darling child wasting away and not to 
be able to get the best advice. 
To hope 
that the bf tter food or purer air might set 
her up again, but that food you cannot 
buy, that air you must never hope to 
breathe. To be obliged to let her die. To 
come home from the daily task some even- 
ing and see her sinking. To sit up all 


findpeople wanting to get into other occu- \ 
the sewing women. 
W hv do 
pations and pro , s^ons. I hear men in : thev not take the city ears on their wav uj)? 
all kinds oí toi! wi hing they wer enabled 
to do something ehe. saying to me: "I 
have mistook my ji-ttb in life: 1 ought to 
have been a meciiaiiie and I am a mer- 
chant:" or. "1 ought to have been a mer- 
chant anil 1 nm a nieclianic. 
I ought to 
have been a lawver and i am an artist: if 
I had und rtaken some other jiath in life 1 
would have liad an easjer time, and I would 
have had grander successes." 
I siipjiose 
when the mereli:;nt comes home at night, 
his brain hot with the anxieties of com- 
mercial toil, di-a]'pointed and vexed, agi- 
tated about the excitements in the money 
markets, hi' says: "Oh, I wish I were a 
mechanic! When his day's work is done 
the mechanic lies down; he is healthy in 
body, healthy in mind, and healthy in soul,' 
but 1 can't sleep;" while, at that very mo- 
ment, the mechanic is wishing hô were a 
banker or a merchant. He says: "Then I 
could always have on beautiful apparel; 
then I could move in the choicest circles; 
then I could bring u]) my children in a very 
different sphere from t'nat in which I am 
compelled to bring them up." 


Now, the beauty of our holy religion is 
that God looks down upon all the occupa- 
tions and professions, and while I cannot 
understand your annoyances and \ ou can- 
not understand mine, God und-rstands 
them all. He know- all about the troubles 
of these men mention' <1 in my text—the 
carpenter who encourage;] the goldsmith 
and he that smooiheth with the hammer, and 
the gold-beaters. 


I will s[)eak this morning of the general 
haiilshijis of the woncing classes. Y'ou 
ma\ not biding to this cla^s. but you are 
boiinJ as ( hri-^iian men and women to 
know their sorrows and sympathize with 
them, and as political economists to come 
to their rescue. There i>- great danger that 
the pr( s])erons (dasses, because of the bad 
îhin!,'s lliut have been said îiy the false 
fr.ends of labor, shall conclude that all 
this laboi trou lie is a "hullabaloo" aljout 
nothiim. I'o not go oti' on that tan;.,'ent. 
You wvnld not, neither would I, submit 
wiihou! ]iMiti st to the o))pressi()ns to which 
many of our laborers are subjected. 


Y'ou do a great wrong to the laboring 
classes if you hold them res|)onsible for 
the work of the scoundrelly ananOiists. 
You cannot hate tlieir dee(ls more thor- 
oughly than do all the indu^tial (dasses. 
At the bead of the chief organ of the 
Kniglits of Lai or, in big letters, 1 ñnd the 
following ui'-ci lim-'r: 


"Let ii 
undcisiood bj" all the world 
that the Kniudiis of Labor have no aililia- 
tion. association, -ynipathy, or respect for 
the band of cownrdly murd rers. cut- 
throats, iind robljeiB. k'.own as anarchists,

night ass.i-sins. stirring up the ¡>as-ions 
of itrnor u;: ! o: ••ii i.-i s, unfuvlin;.^ the red 
flag of an;!rc]i\, and ¿•ausinx rioi and blood- 
shed. 
Parsons, >qies, I'ielden, ]\Iost, and 
all their foliowers. aiders, and abettors 
should be summanlv dealt with. They are 
entitlc'd to no 
n consideration than

I read a f w lines from the last labor re- 
port, just out. as specimens of what female 
employes endure. 
"Poisoned hands and 
cannot work. Had to sue the man for oO 
cents." Another: "About four months of 
the year can by hard work earn a little 
more than 
j'er week." Another: "She 
now makes wrap pi rs at $1 pi r dozen; can 


but mot-t overworked of all and lea^-t com- j night n hope to catch again those precious 


words you might have h'ard could you 
have afforded to stay at home all day, 
but never hear them. To have no mourn- 
ers at the funeral, and even to have to 
carry on your own sbt)ulder 
through 
the merry streets the light deal coffin. "To 
See huddled into a promiscuous hole the dust 
which is so dear to you, and not venture to 
mark the spot by planted flower or lowli- 
est stone. Some bitter winter or some 
costly spring to barter for food the clock, 
or the curious cupboard, or the Henry's 
Commentaries on which you jirided your- 
self as the heirloom of a frugal family, 
and never be able to redeem it. To feel 
that you are getting old, nothing laid aside, 
and 
the 
present 
earnings 
scarce 
sufficient. 
To change 
the 
parlor 
floor for the 
top 
story 
and the 
top story for a single 
attic, 
and 
wonder what change will be next." 


But I have no time this morning longer 
to dwell upon the hardships and the trials 
of those who toil with hand and foot, for I 
must go on to offer some grand and glori- 
ous encouragements for such, and the first 
encouragement is that one of the greatest 
safeguards against evil is plenty to do. 
When men sin against the laws of their 
country where do the police detectives go 
to find them? Not amid the dust of facto- 
ries, not among those who have on their 
"overalls," but among those who stand with 
their hands in their pockets around the 
doors of saloons and restaurants and 
taverns.

is one 
of the greatest sureties for a pure 
and 
upright 
life. 
There 
are 
but 
very 
few men 
with 
char- 
acter stalwart enough to endure consecu- 
tive idleness. I see a pool of water in the 
country and I say: "1 hou slimy, fetid 
thing, what does all this mean?" "Oh," 
Bays tho pool of water, "I am just stopping 
here." I say to the pool of water: "Didn't 
I see you dance in the shower':'" "O yes," 
Bays the water, "I came down from God 
Hhining like an angel." I say to that water: 
"Didn t you drojj like a beautiful gem into 
a casket of other gems as you tumbled 
pver the rock't*" "O yes," says the water, 
"I sang all the way down from the cliffs to 
(he meadow." I say again: "Didn't I see 
you])laying with those shuttles and turn- 
ing that grist-mill'.''" "O yes," says the wa- 
ter; "I used to earn my living." 
I say 
again: "Then what makes you look so 
Bick? Why are you covered 
with this 
green scum? Why is your breath so vile?" 
"Oh!" says the water, "I have nothing to 
do. I am disgusted with shuttles and 
wheels. I am going to spend my whole 
lifetime here, and while yonder 6tie:nn 
Bings on its way down the mountain side 
here I am left to fester and die accursed 
of God because I have nothing to do." Sin 
is an old pirate that bears dc^wn on vessels 
whose sails are Happing idly in the wind. 
The arrow of sin has hard work to punc- 
ture the leather of an old working apron. 
Be encouraged by the fact that your shops.

j They can not afîord the 5 cents. If, con- 
' eluding to deny herself something else, she 
' gets into the car, give her a seat. You 
j want to see how Latimer and Bidley ap- 
[ peared in the tire. Look at that woman and 
' bt hold a more horrible martvrdom, a hotter 
I tire, a more agoni/.ing death. Ask that 
woman how much she gets for her work, 
and she will teil you 6 cents for making 
coarse shirts, and finds her own thread." 


I spevik more fitly of woman's wrongs be- 
cause she has not been heard in the present 
agitation. 
Y'ou know more of what men 
! have suffered. I said to a colored man 
who, in MissouJ-i last March, came into my 
room in the morning to build my tire: 
**Sam. how much wages do you people get 
around here?" He replied: "Ten dollars a 
month, sir!" I asked: "Have you a fam- 
ily?" "Yes," said he, "wife and children." 
Think of it; $1-0 a year to su}>port a family 
on! My friends, there is something in this 
world awfully atwist. When I think of 
these things I am not bothered as some of 
my brethren with the abstract questions as 
to why CJod let sin come into the world. 
I'he only wonder with me is that (iod don't 
smash this world up and start another in 
place of it. 


One great trial that the working classes 
feel is i)hysical exhaustion, 
'ihere are 
athletes who go out to their work at G or 7 
o'clock in the morning, and come back at 
night as fresh as when they started. They 
turn their ba<;k u}>on the shuttle, or the 
forge, or the rising wall, and they come 
away elastic and wiiistling. This is the ex- 
ce jition. 1 have noticed that when the fac- 
tory bell taps for 6 o'clock, the hard work- 
ing man wearily puts his arm into his coat- 
sleeve and starts for home. He sits down 
in the family circle resolved to make him- 
self agreeab'e, to be the means of culture 
and education to his children; but in five 
minutes he is sound asleep. He is fa<iged 
out - strength of body, mind, and soul ut- 
terly exhausted. He rises in the morning 
only half rested from the toil. Indeed, he 
will never have anv perfect rest in this 
world until he gets into one narrow S])ot 
which is the only perfect rest for the 
human body in this world. I think they 
call it a grave. Has toil frosted the color 
j of yonr ehe'iks? Has it taken all spon- 
i taneity from your laughter? Has it sub- 
^ ti-acted the spring fi-om your ste]) and the 
' luster from your eye, until it has left you 
J only half ihe man you were when you iirst 
; put your hand on the hammer and your 
foot ou the whet 1? 
To-morrow, in your 
j place of toil, listen, and JMJU will hear a 
! voice above the hiss of the furnace and the 
I groan of the foundry and the clatter of the 
I shuttle—a voice not of machinery nor of' 
(he taskmaster, but the voice of an all- 
sympaiheiic (Iod iis He says: "Come unto 
me aii you who labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest." Let all men and 
women of toil remember that this work will 
soon be over. Have they not heard that ; your rising walls, your anvils are fortresses 
there is a great h<diday coming? O that i in which you may"^ hide, and from which 
home, and no long waik to get to it.

The employer 
says: 'I hear you are going to leave me?' 
'Yes.' she said, 'and I have come to get 
what you owe me.' He made no answer. 
She said: 'Are you not going to pay me?'

A Christian man went into a house of a 
good deal of destitution in New York and 
he saw a poor' woman there with a sick 
child, and he was telling the woman how 
good a Christian she ought to be, and how 
she ought to put her trust in God. "Oh!" 
she said, "I have no God; I work from 
Monday morning until Saturday night, and 
I get no rest, and I never hear anything 
that does my soul any good; and when 
Sunday comes I haven't any bonnet I can 
wear to-church, and I have sometimes got 
down to pray and then got up, saying to 
my husband: 'My dear, there's no use of 
my praying. I am so distracted I can't 
pray; it don't do any good.' Oh, sir, it is 
very hard to work on as we peo7<e do from 
year to year, and to see nothing bright 
ahead, and to see the poor little child get- 
ting thinner and thinner, and my man al- 
most bioken down, and to be getting no 
nearer to God, but to be getting fartbe/ 
away from Him. Oh, if I were oiiy 
ready to die!" My God comfort all who

fulness. I'hat may seem strange to you, 
but the children of fortune are very apt to 
turn out poorly. In nine cases out of ten 
the hid finds out if a fortune is coming, by 
12 years of age he finds out there is no ne- 
ct ssity of toil, and he makes no struggle, 
goes into di6sii)ation or into stupidity. 
There are thousands and tens of thousamls 
of men in our great cities who are toiling 
on, denying themselves all luxuiies, year 
after j'ear, toiling and (jrasping. 
What 
for? To get enough to spoil their chil- 
dren. 


The father was fifty years getting the 
property together. How long will it take 
the boys to .L;et rid of that pro])erty, not 
having been brou-^ht up in pmdent habits.' 
Less than five vears to undo all the work 
of fifty. 


Again, I offer as encouragement that you 
have so many opportunities of gaining in- 
formation. 
Plato gave !?l,:iO;i for two 
books. The Countess of Anjou gave two 
hundred sheep for one volume. Jerome 
ruined himself iinancially by buying one 
copy of "()rigen." Oh, the contrast. Now 
there are tens of thousands of pens gath- 
ering up information. 
Typesetters are 
calling for "copy." All our cities quake 
with the rolling cylinders o{ lue Harpers 
and the Appletons and the Lippincotts and 
the Petersons and the 'li( knors, and you 
now buy more than Beniamin Franklin 
ever knew for 50 cents. A l.ai d-working 
man comes along toward his home, and he 
looks into the show-window <d' the book- 
store and sees an elegantly-boun I volume. 
He says: "I wish I%ad that book. There 
must be a great deal of information in it." 
A few months pass along, and though that 
book which he looked at cost 
it comes 
pow in pamphlet shape and costs him a'» 
The lagh waU rQund about thf yrell 


of knowledge is being oroken down, and 
people come, some with porcelain pitchers 
and some with pewter mugs, to dip up the 
living water for their thirsty lips. 
'1 here 
are people who toil from 7 o'clock in the 
morning until 6 o'clock at night, who know 
more about anatomy than the old physiolo- 
gists, 
and who know 
more 
about 
astronomy than the old philoso})hers. If 
you should lake the learned men of 
two hundred years ago and put them on 
one bench, and take twenty children from 
the common schools) in Brooklyn and ]iut 
them down on the other bench, the chil- 
dren could examine (he j'hilosophers, and 
the philosophers could not ex.imine the 
children! "Ah!" says Isaac Newton, com- 
ing U[) and talking to some intelligent lad 
of 7 years, "what is that?" "Oh! that is a 
rail-train." "What is that?" 
" That is 
telegraph." "What is that?" "Il is a tele- 
phone." "Dear me! I think I shall go back 
to my bed in the dust, for I am bewildered 
and my head turns." Oh! rejoice that you 
have all these opportnnilies of informa- 
tion spread out before yon. and (hat, sei.ted 
in your chair at home, by the evening light, 
you can look over all nations and see the 
descending morn of a universal day. 


One more encouragement: Your toils in 
this world are ®nly intended to be a disci- 
j)iine by which you shall be prepared for 
heaven. "Behold I bring you glad tidings 
of trreat joy," and tell you that Christ, the 
carpenter of Nazareth, is the working- 
man's Christ. You get His love once in 
your heart, O workingman! and you can 
sing on the wall in the midst of the storm, 
and 
in 
the 
shop 
amidst 
the 
shoving 
of 
the plane, 
and down 
in the mine amid the plunge of the 
c:owbar, and on shipboard while climbing 
ratlines. If you belong (o the Lord Jesus 
Christ, He will count the drops of sweat 
on you brow. He knows every ache and 
everv' pain you have ever suffered in you 
worldly occupation. Are you weary? He 
will give you rest. Are you sick? He will 
give you health. Are you cold? He will 
wrap around yon the warm mantle of His 
eternal love. And besides that, my friends, 
you must remember that all this is only 
pre)>aratory— a prefatory and introductory. 
I see a great multitude before th* throne 
of God. Who are they? "(.)h!" you say, 
"these are princes; they must have always 
been in the royal family; they dress like 
princes, they walk like princes, they are 
l)rinces; there are none of the common 
people there—none of the people that ever 
toiled with hand and foot." .Vh! you are 
mistaken. Who is that bright spirit be- 
fore the throne? Why, that was a sewing- 
girl, who, work as hard as she could, could 
make but two shillings the day. Who is 
that other illustrious soul before the throne? 
Why, that man toiled amid the Egyptian 
brick kilns. 
ho is that other illustrious 
soul before the throne? Why, her drunken 
father drove her out on a cold winter night, 
and she froze into heaven. What are 
those kings and queens before the throne? 
Many of them went up from Birmingham 
mills and from Low«il carpet factories. 


And now 1 hear a sound like the rustling 
of robes, and now I see a taking up of 
harjis as though they were going to strike a 
thanksgiving anthem, and all the children 
of tile saw and the dis( iples ef the shuttle 
are in glorious array, an t (hey lift a song

THE report of a committee appointed 
by the French Academy to imjuire into 
the superheated water theory of steam 
boiler ex])l(»sions has been piiblisliod. 
Tho committee constructed 
suitable 
apjiaratns, experimented in th(i most 
exhaustive manner with it, and investi- 
gated several ex})losi()ns claimed by the 
advocates of tJie theory to liave been 
due to this cause. 
They failed iittcrlv 
to superheat water undi^r all condirious 
which could possibly occur in })ractic(\ 
and all the ex])losions investigated wero 
shown conclusively to have resulted 
from simple deterioration of tlie boil- 
ers, or from cai-elessness. 
Tin'ir refuta- 
tion of the theory is complete. 


I N V E S T I G A T I O N S show that the limit of 
tem])erature at which men can work dti- 
penda upon the lengtli of their ex- 
posure, the amount of «^xertitm they put 
forth, their condition and tin- nature of 
tho atmosphere, particularly as to its 
degrees of moisture. 
It is stated that 
men have been eni))loyed on railways 
at 104 degrees, in min(>s, under very 
favorable conditions, at I-f) degi-ees. 
and are said to work (^c( asii:>nally in tlio 
stoke hole of tropical sft amors at löC) 
degrees. 
Prof. Pnbois is reported to 
have estimated that a teiiipeniturc of 
degrees can be endured when the 
air is as dry a^ ])ossil)]e, but tliat even 
104 degrees is likely to be fatal in an 
atmoHjiher«» saturated with moisture. 
It is also ccmsidered certain that men 
cannot beconu^ accustomed to stand for 
any considerable timealiighert - nt era- 
ture then from 145 degrees tc. ?(>'> de- 
grees, even when they keen p( rfectly 
still and are in quite pure air. 


THE experiment of using coke in tlie 
Hoosac Tunnel, says the Sja-ingiield 
Jieiiuhlirnn, is working satisfactorily, 
bnd it is hoped that this will do away 
with the tronblcsonie gas. s and tlie 
pmoke which creates "bla -k tuinn 1," as 
they call it, after a train passes throT'-h. 
^rhe matter of ketqiing the tunnel fieo 
from smoke has be(>n a prnbliMii that 
has ])nzzled the antliorities a j^ood deal. 
\Vhen one considers that in tliose por- 
tions known as "black tuinn 1" it is al- 
inost im))Ossible to see a forty-ton I'xdc 
ten feet aAvay, it is easy to calculate 
\vhat a blessing anything that v,iil do 
away with that objection will be. 
It is 
remembered how a few years ago the 
experiment was made of lighfing the 
tunnel by electricity, b'lt in the sm<dve 
and dampness the light was but a faint 
glimmer. 
Even the air galleries at the 
shaft, wliüe improving things to a con- 
siderable extent, 
have 
nevertlndess 
failed to eil'ind a complete cure of the 
troTibl(\ and so if this coke experiment 
is a success, a gf»od jxirtion f)f th • 
troublesom«^ problem will be solved. 
The tunnel is as carefully guarded as it 
was in its (>arliest days, w itli workmen 
in there all the time: tlie track is 
"walked" after each train and bef<-re 
another, and, taken all in all, it is 
doubtful if there are five miles of rail 
road in the country so car<du]ly looked 
after as this Hoosac Tunnel.

Early in June CoL W. H Gilder, an au- 
thor and journalist, intends to leave New 
Bedford on a whaler for Hu Isoa's bay. 
In 
a recent interview the co'onel said: 


"1 expect to return in 1890, or after an ab- 
sence of about four years. My New Bedford 
whaler will take me up to Cape Sabine in 78 
degs. 45 min., where Greely and his party 
were rescued. 
I wifl then go by some Srotch 
whaler, which I expect to find in those lati- 
tudes in Smith's sound, and which will carry 
me as much further north as we can 
find 
open water. 
But at any rate there is plenty 
of animal food in the vicinity of Baird in- 
let, just to southward of Cape Sabine; and 
if necessary, instead of making a coast jour- 
ney on the western side of Smith's sound 
and E a n e basin, I can pass inland and reach 
Fort Conger in latitude •80 degs. 45 min. 
north, where there are plenty of supplies 
left by Lieut 
Greely 
and which will be 
ample for the very polar object I have in 
view.

"About a year; and there I shall winter. 
Then I shall pusH my way to a northea^^terly 
dire ction and seek to make my point of de- 
parture at the spot where Lieut.

Whatever other cities may be or claim, 
Cincinnati certainly has had the most publio- 
snirited wealthy citizans of any place in the 
United States. 
Daring the month of May 
two more magnificent buildings were cona- 
pleted and 
dedicated 
there, which

would have been constructed only for the 
liberality of Cincinnati citizens. 


One of these is the new Lincoln club 
house, 
the 
finest 
political 
club 
build- 
ing 
in 
the 
country 
outside 
of 
New 
York c.ty. 
Thehis:oryof 
the club itself is 
of interest 
It is the most influential Re- 
publican organizition in Ohio. 
It has sup- 
plied from its members four governors and 
two lieutenant governors to the state, as 
well as two United States senators. At every 
election crowds of citizens assemb e inside 
and outside its walls to get returna 
They 
wait all night often. 
Every dispatch is read 
to the throng as fast as it comes in. 
When 
one announces R -pubiican gams the crowd 
cheers and waits impatiently tor the next 
county to be hear 1 from. 
When the returns 
are all in, if it is a Republican victory, a 
prominent officer in the c ub climbs out upon 
th" balcony and maksi a triumphant 
speech 
to the throng, wh > cheer themselves hoarse. 
Then a band plays, and people go off and re- 
iresh themselves. 


NBW LINCOLN CLUB HOUSE. 


The club was founded in February, 1879. 
They rented what had been a 
commodious 
private residence, at the corner of Race and 
Eighth streets. 
They occupied it until last 
falL 
Then they bought it and the lot for 
$40,000. 
By that time, however, the famous 
club had outgrown its quarters, and 
the 
purchase was made for the purpose of en- 
larging accomniodati< ns. 
The rear of the 
house and the Race street front were torn 
down, 
and

reconstruction 
began. 


The club is a wealthy one. and had a con- 
siderable sum of money lymg die. 
But per- 
mission was given to those who desired it to 
become life members and stockho.ders on 
payment of $250. 
One hundred and thirty-

an 
amp.e sum of 
money was raised. 
When 
the remodeled 
club house was dedicated this May, 
there 
was not a doilai* of debt hanging over the 
organization. 


The building is of pressed brick and free- 
stona 
Plenty of stained "cathedral 
glass" 
is used in the windows and elsewhere, albeit 
very 
uncathedral-like 
sounds are

when sometimes those windows are open. 
The internal eurangements—billiard 
room, 
bar, staircases, reading room. etc.—are per-

There is, ho ever, no electric light- 
ing. 
Much beautiful marble, gi ding, tiling

The club has a member- 
ship of some 600. 
The large hail will seat 
800 persons. 


The Cincinnati a r t museum is of national 
interest. 
It blends the two enterprises of 
an art museum and a school of ilesi3:u 
The 
school of design has been in existence m a n y 
years. 
The museum is proper ly an outcome 
of the efforts of a n u m t e r of Cincinnati 
women. 


Its location is unsurpassed. Situated upon 
a high knob of Eden park, far abova 
the 
pall of Cincinnati smoke, it has a magn fl- 
cent river view, which itself inspires a love 
of the beautiful.

Tho 
existing internal revenue laws, so far us 
applicable, are mnde to apply to these 
special tax™. Penalties ore imposed on 
any person who shall deal in oleomargar- 
ine without paving thn special tax. Pro- 
vision is made for the proper stamping 
and labeling of every package of oleo- 
margarine. A tax of live cents n pound 
is imposed on all oleomargarine manu- 
factured and sold and a penalty is pre- 
scribed for tho purchase or recrplion for 
sale of oleomargarine not branded or 
stamped according to law. A number 
of sections of tho bill are devoted to pro- 
viding machinery to carry tho law into 
effect.

Where 
arethesecattle.to.be held until fit for- 
market? At the Cattle Growers' Con- 
vention, held in St. Loiiis, November, 
I884-, tho Texas cattln growers worn 
unanimous in advocating tho creation 
of a national cattle trail, six miles wide, 
and o'xtonding from .Texas to our north-.,, 
eru boundary. The Northern graziers 
opposed tho proposed trail on ' the' 
ground that tho Texas cattle: were in-. 
fected with a disease known in the busi- 
ness as Spanish fever. 
They asserted.1 


—and truthfully, too—that the driving, 
of through Texas cuttle along, the trail 
would infect their tienls.' The'Spanish, 
fever "does not. injure -Texas cattle; but 
all native cattle—that is, all Northern 
stock, no matter what tlieir blood— 
catch the disease by grazing' ou the 
ground over which through Texas cattle : 
have passed, and thev generally die. 
Here were two parties disputing about 
a fact that both, knew to be a fact, both 
cunuiiifjly endeavoring to conceal their 
real hopes and fears. 
There are Terri-' 


torial and State laws in force in the" 
AVuat that forbids the driving of through 
Texas cattle on tho ; many ruugus. A 
national law enacted for the purpose of '• 
providing a cattle trail would override 
these locnl laws, which many lawyers 
pronounce unconstitutional, aud open 
the Northern grazing ground,to tho 
Texas cattle.

ger their herds. They ignore the fact 
that the first heavy frost kills the 
Spanish fever, and euds all danger. 
The.y endeavor to conceal their real 
reason for opposing tho opening of tho 
trail, which is tho danger of overstock- 
ing tho Northern graxiug ground if the 
Texas men are allowed to drive their 
surplus steers there. They dread' hav- 
ing from 200,000 to 300,000 young steers . 
annually driven North to feed on a 
range that they all realize will, under 
tho present laud laws, bo speedily .over- 
stocked, and eventually destroyed, .ami 
destroyed by the greed of the cattle 
mun. 


Underlying all talk of renting the
